White House, GOP 
are making progress 
despite arguments 

Washington 

Bluster and hot rhetoric aside, the 
White House and House Republi- 
cans have identified areas of signif- 
icant overlap that could form the 
basis for a final agreement after 
fiscal cliff posturing gives way to 
hard bargaining. 

Both sides now concede that tax 
revenue and reductions in entitle- 
ment spending are essential ele- 
ments of any deal. If the talks suc- 
ceed, it probably will be because 
House Speaker John Boehner yields 
on raising tax rates for top earn- 
ers and the White House bends on 
how to reduce spending on Medi- 
care and accepts some changes in 
Social Security. 

The White House and Boehner 
kept up the ridicule of each oth- 
er’s negotiating stances Tuesday. 
At the core, the negotiations cen- 
ter on three key points: wheth- 
er tax rates for upper income tax- 
payers should go up, how deeply to 


cut spending on entitlements such 
as Medicare and how to deal with 
raising the government’s borrow- 
ing limit early next year. 

Tax rates have emerged as one 
of the most intractable issues, with 
President Barack Obama insisting 
the rates on the top 2 percent of 
earners must go up and Boehner 


standing steadfast that they must 
not. Boehner, instead, has pro- 
posed raising $800 billion through 
unspecified loophole closings and 
limits on tax deductions. 

On Tuesday, the president said 
he would consider lowering rates 
for the top 2 percent of earners — 
next year, not now — as part of a 


broader tax overhaul effort that 
would close loopholes, limit deduc- 
tions and find other sources of gov- 
ernment revenue. 

“I’m prepared to make some 
tough decisions on some of these 
issues,” Obama said. “I’m happy 
to entertain other ideas that the 
Republicans may present,” he 
added. 

On Medicare and Social Securi- 
ty, the Republican proposals would 
do relatively littie to curb the deficit 
over the next decade, but the impact 
would grow over the longer term.

Suspect Caught in Subway Push

Police question man 
after rider is shoved 
to his death in NYC 

New York 

Police questioned a suspect Tues- 
day in the death of a subway rider 
pushed onto the tracks and pho- 
tographed while he was still alive. 

A day after Ki-Suck Han was 
hit by a train at the Times Square 
station, New York Police Depart- 
ment spokesman Paul Browne said 
investigators recovered security 
video showing a man fitting the 
description of the assailant work- 
ing with street vendors near Rock- 
efeller Center. 

Police took him into custody, but 
he hasn’t yet been charged. 

Witnesses told investigators that 
they saw the suspect talking to him- 
self before approaching Han, getting 
into an altercation with him and 
pushing him into the train’s path. 


Han, 58, of Queens, died shortly 
after being hit on the tracks. Police 
said he tried to climb a few feet to 
safety but got trapped between 
the train and the platform’s edge. 

Meanwhile, emotional questions 
arose over the photograph captured 
for the New York Post by freelance 
photographer R. Umar Abbasi of 
Han before he was struck. 

Abbasi said he got the shot while 


running to the scene and firing 
off his camera in hopes the flash 
would attract the attention of the 
train conductor, the Post reported. 

“So there was an attempt to 
help,” said Kenny Irby, an expert 
in the ethics of visual journalism at 
the Poynter Institute, who blames 
Post editors “for the outcry” because 
they made the decision to publish 
the image, verena dobnik (ap)

President leaves 
palace as 100,000 
protesters swarm 

Cairo 

A protest by at least 100,000 Egyp- 
tians outside the presidential pal- 
ace in Cairo turned violent Tues- 
day as tensions grew over Islamist 
President Mohammed Morsi’s sei- 
zure of nearly unrestricted powers 
and a draft constitution hurriedly 
adopted by his allies. 

Crowds around the capital and 
in the coastal city of Alexandria 
were still swelling several hours 
after nightfall. The large turnout 
signaled sustained momentum for 
the opposition, which brought out 
at least 200,000 protesters to Cai- 
ro’s Tahrir Square a week ago and 
a comparable number Friday. The 
protests were dubbed “The Last 


Warning” by organizers amid ris- 
ing anger over the draft charter 
and decrees issued by Morsi giv- 
ing himself sweeping powers that 
placed him above judicial oversight. 
Morsi called for a referendum on 
the draft constitution on Dec. 15. 


Morsi was in the palace con- 
ducting business as usual while the 
protesters gathered outside. But he 
left for home through a back door 
when the crowds “grew bigger,” 
according to a presidential official. 

The violence erupted when pro-

testers pushed aside a barricade 
several hundred yards from the 
palace walls. Police fired tear gas, 
and then retreated. 

Soon afterward, police aban- 
doned the rest of the barricades, 
allowing the crowds to surge ahead. 
But there were no attempts to storm 
the palace, guarded inside by the 
army’s Republican Guard. 

The brief outburst of vio- 
lence left 18 people injured, 
none seriously, according to the 
official MENA news agency.

Brazilian agencies responsible for com- 
bating organized crime have launched an 
effort against corruption within the Rio 
de Janeiro state police force. “Opera- 
tion Purification" is the result of a year 
of investigation, the Rio state security 
department said, and 61 of 65 wanted 
officers were arrested Tuesday, (ap) 


Tehran, Iran 

Iran claimed Tuesday it had taken 
another prize in a growing show- 
down with Washington over drone 
surveillance, displaying a purport- 
ed U.S. unmanned aircraft it said 
was captured intact. The U.S. Navy, 
however, said none of its drones in 
the region was missing. 

The conflicting accounts could 
put pressure on both sides for more 
details on U.S. reconnaissance and 
Iranian countermeasures. 

They also point to other ques- 
tions, including how Iran could 
snatch the Boeing-designed Scan- 
Eagle drone without noticeable 
damage to it or whether it could be 
from another Gulf country. 


Escalating Fight 

Last month, the Pentagon said a 
drone came underfire during an un- 
precedented Iranian attack in the 
Gulf but was not harmed. A year ago, 
Iran managed to bring down an un- 
manned CIA spy drone possibly com- 
ing from Afghanistan, (ap) 


There is even the possibility the 
drone is authentic but was plucked 
from the sea after a past crash. 

Washington denies it crossed 
into Iranian airspace, but Iran’s 
definition of its jurisdiction could 
be far broader. State-run Press TV 
said any surveillance of Iran was 
“a violation of territory.” (ap)

Four years after 
Obama’s debut, 
this inauguration 
stirs far less fervor 

Washington 

Four years ago, Barack Obama’s 
sw^earing-in dre^v a record crow^d 
to the National Mall. There were 
1.8 million people eager to witness 
history: the country’s first black 
president taking the oath of office. 

Now, as Obama prepares for 
his second-term kickoff, the capi- 
tal is preoccupied with a looming 
economic crisis, exit from war and 
a reshuffling in Congress. Tick- 
et demand is lower. Hotels are 
far from booked. And from Cap- 
itol Hill to the White House, the 
upcoming festivities seem to be 
barely on anyone’s radar. 

More muted inaugural celebra- 
tions are typical with every second 
presidential term. But it’s almost 
as if Obama’s swearing-in, on the 
Martin Luther King Jr. holiday, is a 
been-there-done-that afterthought 
around town. 

Though inaugural planning 
and preparations are well under 
way, Obama’s advisers say they 
aren’t yet focusing on the swear- 
ing-in as they negotiate over the 
fiscal cliff automatic tax increas- 
es and budget cuts that will occur 
in January unless the White House 
reaches a compromise with Con- 
gress. Party planners haven’t made 
even the most basic of announce- 
ments yet, such as who will serve 
on Obama’s inaugural committee 
and how they will raise money. 

Last time, the ticketed crowd 
included scores of celebrities, with 
Oprah Winfrey, MTV and Nickel- 
odeon holding special broadcasts 
from the capital city. An inaugu- 
ral weekend concert at the Lin- 
coln Memorial in 2009 featured 
appearances by Bruce Springs-

teen, Bono, Beyonce, Stevie Won- 
der, Jamie Foxx and Tiger Woods. 
No such event is planned this time. 

The Joint Congressional Com- 
mittee on Inaugural Ceremonies, 


which stages all activities for the 
day on the Capitol grounds, has 
set a theme of “Faith in America’s 
Future” to commemorate the 150th 
anniversary of the completion of 
the Capitol Dome during the Civil 
War. And work has begun on the 
platform where Obama will deliv- 
er his inaugural address. 

Beyond that, the planning is at 
such a preliminary stage that mem- 
bers of the Presidential Inaugural 
Committee haven’t been officially 
announced. They include some of 


the same staffers who worked on 
Obama’s campaign and his first 
inauguration. Those involved this 
year say to expect a similar celebra- 
tion as 2009, but smaller. 

Now like then, it will be up to 
Obama to set the tone for the day, 
an important moment for him to 
capture the world’s attention in 
the midst of a vigorous debate over 
the country’s economic future, a 
looming fight over immigration 
and conflicts across the globe.

President Barack Obama’s inauguration is thought of so little these days 
that there was even some confusion around the White House about when 
it would be held. Some aides said it would be Tuesday, Jan. 22, after Mar- 
tin Luther King Jr. Day. In fact, the public ceremony will be on the holiday, 
Monday, Jan. 21. Obama’s second term begins at noon Jan. 20 under the 
20th Amendment, and he’s planning a private swearing-in at the White House on that official day. There’s a precedent: When 
Jan. 20 —James Monroe’s 1821 inauguration —fell on a Sunday, he moved the ceremony to the next day. Others, including 
Rutherford B. Hayes, Dwight D. Eisenhower and Ronald Reagan, shown, have held private inaugurals on Sunday, Jan. 20, in 
order to ensure an unquestioned continuity of power, meaning their public ceremonies occurred on Mondays, (ap/twp)

W6, W8 Night Buses Stay 


Metro decides against 
canceLing service for 
routes hit with rocks 

Washington 

Metro has withdrawn a plan to dis- 
continue night bus service in parts 
of Southeast Washington where the 
transit agency says buses are rou- 
tinely pelted with rocks. 

The contentious proposal to 
cut service after 8 p.m. to neigh- 
borhoods served by the W6 and 
W8 routes was widely criticized 
by city officials, while Metro said 
the change was necessary to reduce 
attacks that have injured riders and 


drivers and damaged buses. 

Metro’s decision was made pub- 
lic Monday just hours before a pub- 
lic meeting in Southeast where 
D.C. Council members and more 
than 100 others were told by police 
and transit officials that they plan 
to redeploy resources to address 
the attacks directed at buses and 
increase collaboration between the 
two agencies. 

“We depend on our jurisdic- 
tional partners to assist us,” said 
Michael A. Taborn, chief of the 
Metro Transit Police. “Any Metro- 
bus that operates in a jurisdiction 
is also the responsibility of that 
jurisdiction. We all have invested 
responsibility.” 


More cases of vandalism have 
been reported on other bus 
Lines, including the W2, W3 and 
W4, which also serve the Ana- 
costia area, according to Metro. 


City leaders, including Mayor 
Vincent Gray, had protested Met- 
ro’s plan to discontinue some night 
bus service in Southeast, saying 
the agency had not justified the 
change. 

With many Ward 8 resi- 
dents needing public transit, 
any cuts in bus service should 
not be made lightly, they said.

Mayor Combats Autonomy Vote 


In letter, Gray voiees 
fear of undermining 
ties with Congress 

Washington 

Mayor Vincent C. Gray didn’t like 
the idea of using a voter referen- 
dum to implement District budget 
autonomy when it was first pro- 
posed, and he still doesn’t like it 
now that the D.C. Council is poised 
to make it happen. 

Gray, a Democrat, sent an eight- 
page letter to Democratic Chair- 
man Phil Mendelson on Monday 
detailing his objections to the mea- 
sure, which will have D.C. voters 
cast ballots April 23 to authorize 
charter amendments that would 


give the city greater flexibility in 
spending money without congres- 
sional approval. 

“As you know, I fully and pas- 
sionately support the goal of 
securing budget autonomy for 
the District of Columbia as soon 
as possible,” Gray wrote. “At the 
same time, I take very seriously 
my obligation to help ensure that 
the District Government complies 
with the governing law.” 

Gray said he is “doubtful that 
Congress has delegated the power 
to the District to convert unilateral- 
ly the role played by Congress and 
the president in the District’s bud- 
get from active participation to pas- 
sive review.” He added he is “con- 
cerned about whether the bill has 
been carefully enough vetted so

as to avoid undermining the Dis- 
trict’s crucially important relation- 
ship with Congress and our feder- 
al partners.” 

If the measure passes, he said, 
“the cause of getting Congress to 
approve D.C. budget autonomy may 
be set back many years if members 
bristle at this attempt to circum- 
vent their authority. 

“Further,” he continued, “it 
would be even worse if such short- 


circuiting hurts our efforts on 
other significant fiscal and pol- 
icy matters that the District has 
before Congress.” 

The letter does not mention 
council testimony from former 
Rep. Tom Davis, R-Va., who said 
he doubted Congress would give 
a whit about the referendum. 

Otherwise, the letter is the clos- 
est the Gray administration has 
come to sharing its legal rationale 
for opposing the proposal, aside 
from referencing a confidential 
memo done last year by Attorney 
General Irvin B. Nathan’s office. It 
goes into detail about the adminis- 
tration’s concerns about violating 
provisions in the Home Rule Act 
and federal antideficiency laws.

No one is surprised that Wash- 
ington Redskins owner Dan Sny- 
der hates the New York Giants, or 
that coach Mike Shanahan hates 
the debilitating salary cap penalty 
imposed on his team by the NFL. 

And, by now, no one should be 
surprised that the Redskins are 
playoff contenders with Robert Grif- 
fin III, who not only earned his first 
Monday night win but also man- 
aged to reference “Gumby” dur- 
ing the postgame news conference. 

There was all sorts of passion 
on display before, during and after 
the Redskins’ 17-16 win over the 
Giants. Snyder was heard using a 
profane word, as first reported by 
USA Today, to describe the NFC 
East rivals while congratulating 


players and staff in the locker room. 
Washington’s coaching staff used 
the cap penalties to motivate the 
players in the days before the game. 

“Win one for the cap” doesn’t 
quite have the same ring as “Win 
one for the Gipper,” but play- 
ers were made aware — through 
a notice posted on an assistant 
coach’s door — that New York 
owner John Mara supported the 


$36 million penalty assessed to 
the Redskins over two seasons 
for excessive spending during the 
uncapped 2010 year. 

Shanahan said he didn’t know if 
the ploy had an effect on the play- 
ers, but the coach certainly had an 
extra edge because of it. 

“Yeah, it fires me up,” Shanah- 
an said. “Yeah, sure it does.” 

What matters is who won the 


game, of course, and the Redskins 
(6-6) are now closing in on first 
place, tied with the Dallas Cow- 
boys (6-6) and one game behind 
the Giants (7-5). Washington hosts 
the Baltimore Ravens (9-3) on Sun- 
day, then finishes with a favor- 
able stretch against the Cleveland 
Browns (4-8) and Philadelphia 
Eagles (3-9) before a home season 
finale against the Cowboys.

“We can’t be complacent,” Sha- 
nahan said, “because we don’t have 
the opportunity to be complacent.”

Washington had the best record 
in the majors last season. The 
National League East champions 
already have a formidable rota- 
tion led by Gio Gonzalez and Ste- 
phen Strasburg and could boost it 
by adding Haren, an All-Star from 
2007-2009. 

“Fve got some young guys that 
act like veterans, and they pitched 
like veterans last year for me, and 
a veteran like Dan Haren is just 


going to make things even bet- 
ter,” Nationals manager Davey 
Johnson said. “I think he’s a great 
addition. I’ve seen him pitch a lot 
over the years, intense competitor, 
and hopefully we’ll get that done.” 

Haren was 12-13 with a 4.33 
ERA in 30 starts and 176 Vs innings 
for the Los Angeles Angels. The 
Angels nearly traded the 32-year- 
old righty to the Chicago Cubs 
for reliever Carlos Marmol after 
the season, then declined their 
$15.5 million option on him for 
next season and paid a $3.5 mil- 
lion buyout.

If you’re a comedian who was raised 
Jewish, there’s likely no stranger 
place to perfornn than a synagogue. 
It's sonnething Nick Kroll, above, 
nnentioned repeatedly during his 
sold-out show at Sixth & I Historic 
Synagogue on Sunday. 

“It’s so weird being on the binnah,’’ 
Kroll said, referring to 
the platfornn he was 
standing on, which is 
usually where a rabbi 
would read fronn the 
Torah. He riffed that 
Sixth and I is so old 
that “this has to be 
where the elders of 
Zion nnet’’ to figure out how they were 
going to control the nnedia. 

Sixth & I is beconning a go-to spot 
forconnedy in D.C. “30 Rock’s’’ Judah 
Friedlander is slated for Saturday, the 
first night of Hanukkah; the venue has 
also been holding snnaUer connedy 
showcases in the basement, featuring 
local talent and lesser-known names 
from New York City. 

I was raised Jewish-ish (we 
observed holidays but weren’t overly 
religious). Once I got past the initial 
shock of people drinking beer in a 
synagogue — from special cups that 
have coffee-style travel lids! — and 
making fart jokes, it stopped seeming 
so weird. It’s about time comedy got a 
holy place of worship in Washington. 




Who keeps us sane in 
troubled times? 

Ifs Calvin Trillin, pundit poet 

He reformats the news in 
rhymes, which sounds so 
tough to us — although it 

Makes some old jokes newly 
fun, to rhyme them and see 
where they roam; 

His column in the Nation's 
run for 20 years (We know! 
For POEMS!) 

In his new book (ifs called 
''Dogfight"), he versifies 
this last election; 

At Politics and Prose tonight, 
he'll probably answer any 
question. 

But if you can't come up 
with any. 

Just look at this: We asked 
him many. 


“Romney” and “Obama” don’t re- 
ally rhyme with anything. Was the 
primary easier to cover because 
there were more one-syllable 
names? 

Cain was a very good rhyme. Actu- 
ally, John McCain was even better 
because he was iambic. I prefer 
iambic candidates. Ross Perot was 
my perfect candidate. I would have 
been in very bad shape if Romney’s 
family had decided to call him Wil- 
lard instead of Mitt, because Mitt 
saved the day with Romney. They 
had a lot of good short names: Mitt, 
Newt, Rick. 

Who are your favorite poets? 

I’m not a devotee of what my fam- 
ily calls “grown-up” poetry. 

And there’s not a lot of light verse 


around these days. 

There used to be verse in the Globe 
and Mail, by John Allemang. He 
and I had an organization called the 
International Deadline Poets Orga- 
nization — international because 
he’s from Canada. The IDPO.

Do you have any guidelines for 
aspiring comic poets? 

Even when you write silly verse, 
the words have to be precise. In all 
attempts at humor, the specific is 
preferable to the general. “Pontiac” 
is better than “car.” “Individualize 
by specific detail” is a good rule. 

Do you ever worry about criticism 
from poetical circles? 

Occasionally somebody will write 
into the Nation, commenting on 
one of my poems in verse. I always 
find that comforting. Just when I’m 
beginning to think I’m the worst 
poet in the world, some evidence 
to the contrary is presented on the 
letter page. 

Was it hard when Nate Silver 
showed up? No rhymes. 

I should have mentioned Old Nate. 
I don’t know him, but I call him 
Nate, because I found him sort 
of comforting. He didn’t seem to 
know or care much about politics; 
it was all numbers. 

Are you worried Hillary Clinton 
will run in 2016? Her name doesn’t 
rhyme with very much. 

I was at a dinner for her when she 
was a senator, and I toasted with: 
“We might as well acknowledge 
that some people consider Senator 
Clinton a polarizing figure. There 
are people who believe she’s been a 
very effective senator, and others 
who think that her name is insuf- 
ficiently iambic.” She came up to 
me afterward and said, “I’ve been 
called a lot of things, but that one 
really cut.” fiona zublin (express)

While everybody else was paying 
attention to Rihanna, would-be one 
hit wonder Ke$ha was quietly turn- 
ing herself into a pop savant, prob- 
ably by dousing 
herself in Cool 
Whip and roll- 
ing around in 
a pile of glitter, 
Hefty bags and 
Katy Perry cast- 
offbeats. 

On “Warrior,” her second inex- 
plicably good full-length, she emerg- 
es both as a fully-formed pop star 
and an astonishingly canny per- 
former, all primal instinct, humor 
and nerve.

“Die Young,” which sounds like his 
“We Are Young,” only worse. Ke$ha 
plays a yelpy Exene Cervenka along- 
side Iggy Pop on the campy “Dirty 
Love,” complete with an awkward 
Rick Santorum shout out. It’s not 
a great track, and to be successful 
it should have sounded a lot more 
like the Cramps, but hey: It exists. 

“Warrior” was co-produced 


by Eurotrash demigod/Western 
culture destroyer Dr. Luke, with 
whom Ke$ha co-created Britney 
Spears’ epic “Till the World Ends.” 
There’s nothing as great here, just 
a better-than-usual collection of 
electro-pop bangers, gold-plated 
party rap, tentative forays into dub- 
step and even a song that plumbs 
the mysteries of ghost sex. There’s 
also an ill-advised sprinkling of 
ballads on which Ke$ha tries her 
best to sound both deep and sad, 
with little success on either count.
